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REMARKS 

Please reconsider the application in view of the above amendments and the following 
remarks. Applicant thanks the Examiner for carefully considering this application and for 
indicating that claims 2, 5, 8, and 9-14 contain allowable subject matter. 

Disposition of Claims 

Claims 1-14 were pending in the current application. Claims 2 and 5-8 have been cancelled 
by this reply, without prejudice or disclaimer. Claims 15-18 have been newly added by this reply. 
Thus, claims 1-4 and 9-18 are now pending. Claims 1, 9 and 15-18 are independent. The remaining 
claims depend, directly or indirectly, from claims 1 and 9. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112 

Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite. 
Claims 6-7 have been cancelled by this reply; thus, this rejection is now moot. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

Claims 1, 3, and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent 
No. 5,533,573 ("Jordan"). Independent claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations of 
dependent claim 2, which the Examiner indicates contains allowable subject matter. Thus, claim 1 
is now allowable. Dependent claims 3 and 4 are allowable as being dependent on an allowable base 
claim. Accordingly, this rejection is now moot. 
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New Claims 

Cancelled claims 5-8 have been rewritten in independent form as new claims 15-18. The 
Examiner indicated that original dependent claims 5-8 contain allowable subject matter and would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form. Thus, new claims 15-18 contain allowable subject 
matter and are allowable for at least the same reasons as original dependent claims 5-8. 
Accordingly, favourable consideration of the newly added claims is respectfully requested.
